effectively worked, but that at Heytesbury-street has not been 
managed as successfully as the Directors would desire, and they 
have brought, officially, under the notice of the Committee of the 
Institution the points which they believed to be defective. 

In. the month of May, 1867, through the death of Doctor 
Banon, who had been the medical officer of the Mountjoy Female 
Convict Prison since its opening, the Directors were enabled to 
submit to the Irish Government a plan for securing to the Mount- 
joy Prisons the benefits afforded by the appointment of a 
resident medical officer, who should devote his entire time to 
the medical care of the prisoners, and to the male and female 
officers and their families. 

The proposal of the Directors was approved by the Irish 
Government ; and in the Irish, as in the English convict prisons, 
the services of a resident medical officer have proved advan- 
tageous, and the saving of expense to the public has been con- 
siderable. 

As stated in the Annual Report for 1866, the post of Director 
became vacant in the October of that year through the resig- 
nation of Captain I. S. Whitty; Captain John Barlow, Senior 
Inspector of Irish Convict Prisons, was appointed Director in 
September, 1867 ; and in the following month H. J. MacFarlano, 
esq., was appointed Inspector. 

Under the head of each prison the details connected with the 
particular establishments are supplied in the Reports of the 
Directors, and of the responsible officers. 

The only material change in the arrangements has been the 
withdrawal of the convicts hitherto located at Carlisle Fort ; it was 
considered desirable to remove them to Spike Island, in order 
that their labour might be made available on the naval works at 
Haulbowline. The Directors- considered that the employment of 
the entire body of convicts in the immediate neighbourhood of 
the prison, and under the constant supervision of the Inspector 
and Governor would prove advantageous and economical ; the 
arrangement has proved in every instance satisfactory, both as 
regards the discipline of the convicts, and the amount of economy 
effected by reductions of staff, and increased value of convicts’ 
labour.

GOVERNOR’S REPORT. 

Mountjoy Government Prison, 
January, 1868. 

Gentlemen,— I have, as usual, the honour to submit the statistical 
details of this prison for the past year, and in so doing, it again becomes 
my pleasing duty to report that the system adopted with regard to the 
conduct and treatment of the prisoners has continued to operate in a satis- 
factory manner. 

During the year 1867, as in the preceding ones, every attention lias 
been paid with reference to the religious and secular instruction, and 
sanitary condition of the inmates. 

On their first reception from the county and city gaols, the rules were 
read and carefully explained to each; and, during their probationary term 
m separation (that important stage in prison discipline) they were em- 
ployed as usual, for the first three months, at oakum picking in their 
cells, and afterwards in learning the rudiments of shoemaking and tailor- 
ing, until the termination of their probationary period, when they wero 
removed to association at the Public Works in Spike Island, or, if quali- 
fied, as shoemakers or . tailors, transferred to the Associated Trades’ 
Division at Mountjoy, in which class there are several good tradesmen 
who have produced a considerable quantity of well-executed work. 

In adverting to the conduct of the prisoners in general, I can testify 
in a. very favourable manner, as, in proportion to the average daily num- 
ber in custody, the punishments were few, and offences of a grave or 
aggravated nature exceedingly rare ; and no attempt of any kind at 
escape has been made during the year. 

All of the convicts under sentence for high treason and treason-felony, 
who were in custody at Mountjoy in the year 1867, were transferred to 
convict depots in England ; and out of the number of untried prisoners 
who were received here under the Habeas Corpus Suspension Act, a great 
many were discharged during the year. 

The state of the prison building, and fittings pertaining thereto, have 
been duly attended to under the Board of Public Works. 

The principal officers in each department have, as usual, co-operated 
with me m upholding tlio system, and carrying out its details; and the 
subordinate officers in general liavo discharged their duties iu a satisfac- 
tory manner. 

I certify that .tho rules laid down for the government of this prison 
have been complied with during tho past year, except in such cases as 
have. been reported to, or brought under the notico of a Director, or the 
visiting Inspector.

On medical grounds there were seventeen prisoners removed to S„ii-

These cases and the causes of their removal arc detailed in Tables 
III. and VI. 

There was no case of suicido,* nor any attempt to commit that 
crime. A prisoner threatened to “put an end to himself,” hut it is more 
than doubtful whether lie intendod to do so. 

By order of the Executive, and in concert with Dr. Quinlan the m.J! 
cal officer of Smithfield and Lusk Government Prisons, I examined all 
the subordinate male officers in both prisons. We reported as to the fitness 
ot each individual for duty in the convict service : five have been smier- 
annuated, one doubtful case is still undecided, and, as far as their health 
is concerned, I consider the remainder of the staff efiieicnt. 

A large number of untried (political) prisoners (30S) was com- 
mitted within the year (see Table V.) ; among this class there was no 
death, nor any very Benous illness; when symptoms of constitutional dis- 
easo were manifested each case was reported to the Executive anti 
when the matter appeared urgent, means were adopted for the release of 
the party. 

The favourable sauitary state of the prison, which it is my privilege to 
report, is to no little extent owing to the cleanliness observed in every 
department, the regular exercise of the prisoners, and to the excellent 
quality oi the provisions, and the care bestowed on their preparation. 

Before my appointment to these prisons, I had some experience in 
hospital practice and management, hut had not previously to deal with a 
community of criminals, and this, under unfavourable circumstances, 
might have caused embarrassment. The object of a medical officer must 
and ever will be to use all the means and appliances within his reach to 
preserve the health of those committed to his care, or when impeded to

As regards the apparent effects of the discipline of the prison I am 
happy to be able to report that the general results for the past year’ were 
m my opimou, more satisfactory than ordinarily. This good effect I 
attribute, m a great measure, to the spirit that seemed to animate the 
warders in carrying out the discipline. The discipline, apparently, was 
maintained with more regularity and evenness than formerly. The lame 
majority of the subordinate staff of officers are, I believe, men of sood 
temper, humane, charitable, kind, and, at the same time, prudent and 
hrm, who fully understand that in carrying out the sentence awarded to 
the convicts by the criminal law of the country, it would be contrary to 
j ustice to heigb ten that punishment- which is in itself undoubtedly severe- 
by harsh, sour, and unchristian manner, and equally opposed to the spirit 
and object of a reformatory system. When the warders are fit and proper 
men, the prisoners over whom they are placed are found to manifest, 
in less degree, a spirit of insubordination, and are better disposed to profit 
oi reformatory discipline. Too much importance cannot be attached to 
the appointing and maintaining of a proper staff of officers to carry cut 
discipline, because the very best reformatory system will always owe at 
feast as much of its success to the influence of those engaged in adminis- 
tering it, as to the perfection of the system itself. 

I will he permitted to make an observation regarding the effect of 
punishment inflicted for minor offonccs against prison regulations. 

1 hough, m making this observation, I am, at the same time, thoroughly 
persuaded that offences apparently trivial might, if allowed to pass unno- 
iccr , ead to bad consequences ; still, I know from experience, that 
punishments tor petty offences against minute regulations have had, in 
several cases, an injurious effect on the minds of prisoners, and have 
ciea e obstacles to their moral improvement. Infractions of minute re- 
gu a ions, arising from inadvertence, human weakness, or occasioned by 
strong provocation, or other extenuating cause, frequently involve little 
01 no moral guilt. I believe that offences of this sort ought to he dealt 
wi i quite differently from those wherein guilt is manifest, and I ara 
lappy to be able to report that, in general, during the past year a wide 
isfcmction was observed between these two classes of offences. I believe 
lat during the past year the punishments for prison offences were less 
numerous, and less severe, than formerly, and that the prisoners were 
never more docile and manageable. 

In order to give more effect to our discipline in preparing convicts 
or pioral improvement, it wonld, in my opinion, be desirable that the 



The Directors do not concur with the remarks jnade by the Rev, M. Gody in the con- 
c ucling pamg-raphs of liis Report ; the treatment of prisoners in separation in no single 

aspect differed from that pursued in former years. The necessity for lengthened separation 

n the reformatory treatment of prisoners is now almost universally admitted. 
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term of separate confinement bo shortened, or that suitable and sufficient 
manual labour be given them. The separate discipline of our prison being 
very severe, is well .calcu atea to attain one of its principal ends-tlm 
punishment of the criminal. But this end is gained, I fear, at the expense 
of another very important object of our discipline— moral reformation 
On entering Mountjoy, the prisoner is kept during eight months in 
separate confinement. He is locked up in his coll about tvventy-one hours 
daily, with work winch is little hotter than absolute idleness. We ought 
I think, to take into account the kind of men who are thus locked°un 
twenty-one hours daily in their cells. They are, with some few exceptions 
persons without education, without mental culture, men of strong animal’ 
passions, and of vicious habits of life. I have, with some care watched 
the effects of our discipline, and I think it produces a very good effect 
for the first three or four months, on the majority of prisoners : but, after 
that time, I have, observed that the mental faculties of many prisoners 
show signs of debility. This, in fact, is the danger of a protracted sepa- 
rate discipline— it tends to enfeeble and to make a wreck of the moral 
man. The increase of returned convicts is, I think, traceable, at least in 
part, to this cause. They are latterly about one-fourth of the entire 
number, whereas nine or ten years ago they were only about one-eighth. 
And this is the more remarkable when we refiect that crime has decreased 
and conviction diminished by about one-half, within the last ten years 
In fact, while the total convictions are only half what they were ten years 
ago, reconvictious are doubled or trebled. This I ascribe to the enfeeble- 
raent of the mental faculties, consequent on our protracted separate dis- 
cipline; for men thus weakened are not so able to resist temptation when 
released from prison. 

It is to this same cause, I fear, we must ascribe, at least in a great measure, 
the suicides, the attempted suicides, that have from time to time occurred 
the cases of insanity, and the cases in which prisoners manifested symp- 
toms of, and tendency to, insanity. J r 

I, therefore, respectfully submit that, with the view of improving our 
reformatory system, it seems to mo very desirable that the period of 
separate confinement should be abridged, or that the prisoners should be

beginning to investigate the moral and material circumstances upon which 
I could' ground. any suggestion that might be useful in the future culture 
of convicted prisoners ; it would, therefore, be premature, and might lead 
to erroneous conclusions, to give any opinions not well founded.

■ Gentlemen, In accordance with your instructions, I be» to submit 
to you my annual report for the year ending 31st December, 1867 I 

feel much pleasure in being able to report favourably on the General 

working of the prison for the past twelve months, and on the excellent 
manner m which tho discipline has been maintained and carried out 
under the able directions of our Local Inspector and the Governor 
Po understand the great attention and care requisite to bring about 
this happy state of things, we must consider the class of men from 
which our convicts are procured; and when we call to mind that the 
greater portion of them is of the lowest class of society, and are men 
whose whole lives have been spent in transgressing the law, then, indeed, 
we must pronounce that system good which makes them orderly, well- 
conducted and attentive to their religious duties. In these remarks I 
speak of the prisoners as a body, for there are exceptions, and I am 
glad to be able to say that they are few. It is a remarkable fact that 
, lose exceptions are tho persons who arc always violating prison dis- 
cipline, so that I find the general body of tho prisoners always steady 
m the observance of rule. It is really edifying to see the large number 
of prisoners who approach tho Holy Communion on Sundays, and who 
avail themselves of tho privilege of going to confession on Saturdays. 

I his change from the system of hearing them after lock-up has been 
attended with the most beneficial results, and I am confident that the 
impressions made on them whilst in prison must be greatly calculated 
to direct then- future lives, and make thorn good members of society. 

. m v n * so s P ea k highly of the diligence of the prisoners at their 
daily labour. I frequently visit them at Haulbowline, and as far as I 
can judge from observation, and know from inquiry, they are working 
ma most satisfactory manner.

Gentlemen,— In compliance with your request, I forward my report 
for the past year, on the Convict Station of Carlisle Fort, r 

This is a branch station of Spike Island, and to it are sent convicts 
of good conduct, whose term of imprisonment is soon to expire. From 
this circumstance it is to be expected that the men imprisoned there are 
of a class to whom advice and instruction are not imparted in vain. 
They have, in general, paid edifying attention to the voice of the 
clergyman. Their conduct on all occasions, whether at the works, in 
the instruction room, or in the chapel, showed clearly that moral refer- 
mfttion was making healthy progress among them. 

The usual duties have been performed there by me, and mv two 
reverend assistants. In our relations with the Fort wo have received 
every mark of respect and attontion from those to whom, our spiritual 
services were given, and every aid and assistance from the officers placed 
over them. For the courlcsy thus experienced by us I have reason to 
express my thanks to the Principal Warder, Mr. Graham, to the warders, 
and to all others performing duty there.

HEAD SCHOOLMASTER'S REPORT. 

Spiko Island Convict Prison, 
January 10th, 1868. 

Gentlemen, — 1 have the honour to submit my report for the year 
1867. 

My duties commenced here about the middle of October, and, con- 
sequently, my appointment to this prison being so very recent, my 
report must he proportionately brief. 

Up to tho end of November about 200 of the prisoners were located 
at Fort Carlislo, and attended school there, under Mr. M'Oartau; hut 
since then, these prisoners having been drafted over here, they have 
attended school along with the other prisoners, and, in consequence, 
the schoolrooms became too crowded to allow the business to lie 
carried on in an orderly manner. Therefore, in addition to a new school- 
room being opened three evenings in the week, it was found necessary 
to open three of the existing schools four evenings instead of three 
each week. The three Schoolmasters are thus occupied, every week- 
day evening, after “lock-up,” in separate rooms, instructing their re- 
spective classes.

In tliij present annual report it inay be stated that the general 
condition of this prison has boon, to a certain extent, sahisfactory. 

, It must, howovor, bo remombored that this is the only prison 
for convict women in Ireland, and considering that the daily aver- 
age is about 400, and recollecting tlio Yory limited nature of the 
punishments which can bo employed in a Female Conviot Prison, 
tho disci], line has boon fairly carried out. 

Tho photographing of prisoners, mentioned in the last report as 
having been then introduced, lias boon found most Useful in lead- 
ing t6 tho identification of former convicts Who mdy MV6 tdldfSed 
into crimo. 

The new penal colls referred to in the same report, audio' fetich 
neoded, will, wo trust, be shortly completed and found efficient. 

Through tho lamented death, in May, 1 86?, of that estimable 
gentleman, Dr. Banon(who had been tho Visiting Medical Officer 
of this prison since its opening), the Directors found theraSelves in

During the year the Rev. G. B. Wheeler, Protestant Chaplain 
and the Rev. A. Plunkett, Roman Catholic Chaplain, resigned their 
appointments, which wero filled up by the appointments of the 
Rev. 13.

The general conduct of tho subordinate officers has been 
satisfactory. 

The usual reports from Mr. Organ, Inspector of Released 
Convicts in the Dublin District, show that the conduct of such 
discharged convicts as arc under his supervision is at least as good 
as in former years. 

The usual trades have boon carried on at Smithfield, so far as 
the diminished numbers of prisoners admitted. At Lusk the 
farming operations havo been carried out as usual. 

The usual reports and statistics are attached. Owing to the 
death of the Roman Catholic Chaplain at Lusk Prison, we are 
unable to furnish any report from that gentleman.

There was scarcoly any illnoss among the officers either at Smith- 
field oi’ at Lusk. At the latter station, however, there was, as during 
last year, a good deal, of sickness among the families Of the officers. 
Up to last year one of the two largo huts at Lusk was used as a work- 
shop and the other as a dwelling-house for the prisoners, who were 
thus obliged to eat, study, &c., during tlie day in the room in which 
they afterwards slept at night. During the past year you have changed 
this extremely objectionable system by allocating one of the large huts 
for a day-room and tho other as a dormitory. The “ Moule " earth 
closets attached to this station for tho officers and prisoners continue 
to work well. 

At Smitlilield the Superintendent has paid great attention to keeping 
clean and in good order the hospital colls, workshops, and school- 
room. He has also looked after the water-closets and sewers and has 
not allowed rubbish or <lirt to accumulate in any part of the prison. 
During the latter part of last year, wo have had the advantage of an 
abundant supply of Vartry water at high pressure which has much con- 
duced to cleanliness and health. The clothing of the prisoners both 
at Smith-field and Lusk has been, kept in good order; and the food 
supplied at both places could not be complained of,

PROTESTANT CI-IAPLAIN’S REPORT. 

Lusk Vicarage, 

Lusk, Co. Lublin, 

December 31st, 1867. 

Gentlemen, — X have the honour to forward my annual renort 
year ending December 3 1 st, 1 807. I have invariably foZ tie Pm 
testant eonviets not only -willing to receive my religious instructions b,rf 
also attentive and intelligent. I attend them regularly once a week 
during one hour, at the prison, for lecture in the Holy Scriptures and 
prayer. The method I adopt is to read a chapter in the New Testa 
ment, m which exercise each member of my class who is able to read 
takes a part. I then explain to them the chapter which has been read 
making such observations and asking such questions as test their at 
tontion and exercise their mental intelligence, and I conclude with 
pi Oij er. 

They all, under the superintendence of the Protestant Warders, at. 
tend Lusk church on Sundays, and on the other accustomed days 
on winch Divine Service is performed. The attendance of the 
prisoners at the Holy Communion is not as regular- as I would 
wish — several absent themselves on the plea of not Considering 
themselves worthy to be communicants, owing to depression of 
spirits arising from prison life. This morbid feeling I hope even- 
tUfl ui t0 overa ° a } e - Li general the Protestant convicts who come here 
are able to read, hut there have been many exceptions to this during 
the past year. I might instance ono young man in particular, who was 
here for many months, and who is now discharged. Although 
quiet and docile, and considorod by Mr. Gunning not devoid of ability 
m other respects, ho never could road a single sentence, or commit a 
verse to memory. I was greatly pleased at the conduct of a member of 
my class who has been lately discharged from Lusk prison, and en- 
listed m the army. He camo down on the Sunday after he had enlisted 
to sec myself as liis former chaplain, and to thank Mr. Gunning 
and the Warders lor tlieir kindness to him during his imprisonment. 
He looked happy and thankful, quite a new man. I always meet with 
couitesy from the Hoad Warder, and the other officials — of the former 
f niav~ remark, that although strict in enforcing the prison discipline, 
affectioi^^ *° ^ P risoners ’ an ^ regarded by them with respect and 

I beg to stato to the Directors my good opinion of Warder Reilly, who 
lias been removed during the past year to Spike Island, for steadiness, 
sobriety, and good character, during the whole period I have known 
hum I beg to return my best, thunks to the Directors for the kind 
consideration with which they received my letter with regard to Warder 
Bells wife, whose illness still continues; also for acceding to myap- 
lication for a grant of books for the use of rny class during their leisure 
tune. As I confine myself to oral instruction, the books will be very 
useful, and I hope it may soon be convenient to have them forwarded 
to the prison.

LECTURER’S REPORT. 

Gentlemen,— This little colony continues to prosper and 
» rhe influence of agricultural labour as a reformatory agent Fs m » 
mind, very powerful indeed ; vice seldom contaminates it, and the TWv 
is always m view, manifesting his providence for his creatures « Ttv 
boundless -wisdom and boundless love.” •> 

The farm is fast assuming a cheering and prosperous appearance 
and the course of life pursued by the men engaged upon it' is marked 
by persevering industry. The moral tone of the institution is good 
and the intellectual training of the inmates seems to me practical and 
sound. 

As a preparatory training field for the men this institution is admit- 
ably constituted. Here it is that any latent energy of character is 
awakened, the idea of future independence fostered, the manliness of 
honest toil implanted, and a sense of honesty and truth imparted into 
minds hitherto bad, vicious, and depraved. In fine the men engaged 
m the peaceful pursuits of agricultural labour upon this farm receive 
a training which, whether considered in a moral, intellectual or phv 
sical point of view, prepares any well disposed man amongst them to 
compete with his fellows in the labour market, at home and abroad in 
fighting with earnestness and perseverance the great battle of life • 
and it is only justice to the great majority of their class to say that by 
their conduct beyond the prison walls they have won back the character 
they had forfeited by their crimes, and have become once more absorbed 
amongst the honest industrial classes of society. 

After all, in dealing with the criminal classes our great object should 
be to put them into a method how to live. “ and so he preserved from 
the fatal necessity of stealing," otherwise the repression of crime will 
not he enduring or permanent. It is a question of groat import to 
consider what would bo the best anil most profitable channels of em- 
ployment into which convict labour might be directed. For my own 
part, judging from the great good resulting from the reclamation of 
land both to the prisoner and the public, I feel disposed to think that 
it would not be unwiso to apply convict and pauper labour to the im- 
piovement of those tracts of bog and barren lands which, if not in the 
direct possession of the G overnment, might bo had by giving fair com- 
pensation for rightful claims.
